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FOiiElTORD 


The  loua  Crop  ejad  Livestock  Reportin;;  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a  nation- 
wide organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  operating  a 
standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division  of  Agricultural  Sta- 
tistics is  a  division  of  the  lov.ra  State  Department  of  Agriculture  -.rorlcing  in  co- 
opero.tion  rdth  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  nark'ed  the  one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  lovra  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  to 
meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  su:x''-ary  data  of  an  historical  nature  and 
for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  lov/a  and  the 
United  States, 

In  recent  ^'■ears,  there  has  been  en.  increasing  demand  from  agriculturo.l  or- 
ganizations,  coi-Eier cial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county,  State  and 
goverrj'iental  agencies  for 'agri  cultural  data  showing  the  trends  of  change  in 
counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  G::tended  period  of  tine.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  some  organiza.tions  he.ve  assembled  such  informa.tion  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  scries  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State  cud 
Federal  docum.ents  and  reports,  under  tlie  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand,  State- 
v/ide  V.'ork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Econov.ucs  end  Sta- 
tistics projects*     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official  Proje'Ct  S5-1- 
72-155  of  the  Tfork  Projects  Administration.     Official  Project  665-72-3-o6  fur- 
nished the  material  for  Tables  29  and  ol. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation  of 
the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  lovfa  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this  series. 
Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials  who  collect  da- 
ta on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws.    Without  these  data 
bjr  tovmships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics  would  be  loss  accu- 
rate and  less  complete.

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IOWA  AGRICULTUEAL  STATISTICS  -  CLBITON  COUNTY 


Clinton  County  was  established  in  Decemlier,  1837,  from  territory  ori- 
ginally embraced  in  Dubuque  County,  ij  It  was  named  in  honor  of  Governor 
DeWitt  Clinton  of  New  York. 

/?.'5tr  Elisha  Buell  crossed  the  Mississippi  River  from  Fulton,  Illinois,  in 

and  made  a  claim  on  the  present  site  of  Lyons,     In  1836  James  D.  Bourne, 
an  agent  for  the  A^^erioan  Fur  Company,  established  a  iDOst  on  the  Wapsipinicon 
Hiver.     Mr.  Bourne  became  the  first  postmaster  in  the  county.     The  place  was 
called  Monroe.     In  the  same  year,  Dr.  Peck  made  a  claim  on  the  banks  of  the 
Mississippi  and  laid  out  the  town  of  Camanche,  which  has  had  a  long  and 
colorful  history.     It  was  named  for  an  Indian  tribe  and  is  now  one  of  the 
four  towns  in  the  State  under  special  charter.     The  charter  was  granted  by 
the  Wisconsin  Territorial  Legislature  and  ratified  later  by  the  State  of 
Iowa„     Joseph  M.  Bartlett  made  a  claim  tv/o  miles  below  Buell '  s  settlement 
in  1836  and  laid  out  a  town  which  he  named  New  York, 

The  county- seat  was  located  at  Camanche  in  February,  IBJiB,  and  the 
county  was  formally  organized  in  1840,     In  1841  the  county-seat  was  re- 
located at  a  place  20  miles  west  of  the  Mississippi  River,     This  place  Was 
first  named  Vandenburg,  but  the  name  was  soon  changed  to  DeWitt,  the  first 
name  of  Governor  Clinton  of  New  York,  for  whom  the  county  was  named. 

In  1855  the  Iowa  Land  Company  platted  Clinton  on  the  old  site  of  New 
York,     The  Chicago,  Iowa,  and  Nebraska  Railroad  Company  was  organized  in 
1856  to  build  a  road  from  Clinton  to  the  Missouri  River»     It  was  the  first 
railroad  to  cross  the  State,  reaching  Council  Bluffs  in  1867.  2/ 

Clinton  County,  like  the  other  river  counties  in  the  eastern  part  of 
the  State,  is  rich  in  history,  legend  and  tradition,     Clinton,  in  the  hey- 
dav  of  the  lumber  industry,  was  a  busy  place  with  rnills  running  day  and 
night.     Spacious  mansions  were  built  by  the  lumber  barons  and  the  towns  of 
Lyons  and  Chancy  were  incorporated  within  its  limits.     Lillian  Russell, 
the  actress,  was  born  here  in  1861.     Clinton  became  an  underground  rail- 
road station  during  the  Civil  War,  and  many  other  events  of  interest  are 
connected  with  its  history.  3/ 

Area 

Clinton  County  contains  691  square  miles  4/,  or  422,240  acres.  Of 
this  number,  417,151  acres  are  farm  land.     5/    There  are  20  townships  in

the  county,  most  of  which  are  extremely  irregular  in  shape,  and  it  ranks 
fourteenth  in  the  State  in  point  of  size,   sharing  this  place  with  Harrison 
County, 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Clinton  County  are  grouped  into  five  classes  according 
to  their  origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  and 
"bottom-land,  and  residual.     The  drift  soils  cover  30.6  percent  of  the  sur- 
face and  are  divided  into  Lindley  silt  loam — 1.0  percent,   Carrington  fine 
sand — 0*5  percent.     The  loess  soils  sever  51,5  percent  of  the  surface  and 
are  divided  into  Clinton  silt  loami — 29,2  percent,  Muscatine  silt  loam — 22.2 
percent,  and  Memphis  very  fine  sand — 0.1  percent.     The  terrace  soils  cover 
4.6  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Bremer  loams — 3,6  percent, 
Bickner  loams — 0.4  percent,  Buckner  fine  sand — 0.5  percent,  and  Calhoun 
silt  loam — 0,1  percent^     The  swamp  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  13.2  per- 
cent of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Wahash  loams — 10.8  percent,  and 
Sarpy  loams — 1.8  percent,  muck — 0.5  percent,  and  river^ash — 0,1  percent. 
The  residual  soil.  Union  stony  loam,  covers  0.1  percent  of  the  area,  _6/ 

Topography 

A  wider  variety  of  surface  features  are  found  in  Clinton  County,  There 
is  considerable  contrast  between  the  northern  part  and  the  central  and  south- 
ern parts,  while  the  valleys  of  the  Mississippi  and  Wapsipinicon  rivers  pre- 
sent a  distinct  variation  from  the  usual  topography  of  the  State,     The  greater 
part  of  the  northern  portion  shows  the  effects  of  erosion  and    consists  mainly 
of  slopes  and  ridges,  with  drainageways  between.      These  slopes  are  sometimes 
steep  and  high  along  the  Mississippi  River,  but  along  the  smaller  streams  they 
are  more  gentle, 

A  smooth  and  level  condition  exists  in  the  southern  vart  and  there  has 
been  little  erosion.     However,  in  some  localities  there  are  ridges  rising 
above  the  surrounding  plains,  and  some  eroded  areas  do  exist  in  the  extreme 
southwestern  part. 

The  bottom-lands  along  the  Mississippi  River  vary  from  one  to  three  miles 
in  width,  except  at  two  points  where  high  bluffs  rise  from  the  river's  edge. 
Somewhat  similar  conditions  are  found  along  the  Wapsipinicon  River  with 
bottom-lands  one-quarter  of  a  mile  to  three  miles  ^^ide.     However,  there  are 
very  narrow  places  where  the  uplands  extend  out  to  the  river. 

In  general  the  drainage  is  well  established  throughout  the  county,  A 
small  area  in  the  northwestern  part  drains  northward  into  the  Maquoketa  River, 
and  a  small  strip  along  the  Mississippi  drains  into  that  river.     The  re^nainder 
of  the  county  is  drained  by  the  Wapsipinicon  River  and  its  numerous  tributaries,

The  average  preciDitation  for  65  jrears  (1865-1930)  was  35.76  inches,  and  the 
growing  season  averaged  163  days  "between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  April  28 
and  October  8  recorded  from  1892  to  1930.  9/ 

population 

The  Territorial  Census  of  1840  credited  Clinton  County  ^^rith  821  inha"bi- 
tants.     From  that  time  forward  there  ^^as  a  rapid  and  steady  population  growth 
until  the  peak  year  of  1915,  when  45,839  persons  were  registered.  However, 
the  decline  since  that  time  has  "been  very  slight.     In  1930  there  were  64 
persons  per  square  mile,  as  compa^-ed  with  the  State  density  of  44,     The  fol- 
lowing table  shows  the  numher  of  inhabitants  recorded  at  10-year  intervals:

In  1930  the  foreign  "born  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  horn 
or  mixed  parentage  totaled  18,836  or  42.4  Toercent  of  the  total  population, 
of  the  county.     Of  this  number,   there  were  10,386  of  G-ernan  descent,  2,127 
of  Irish  descent,   and  1..746  of  Danish  descent.     Other  nationalities  had 
smaller  representations,  15/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  8  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county— 3  elevators,  3  creameries,  1  petroleum  plant,  and  1  lumber  yard. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  964  members,  of  which  853  "ere  active,  and  2,533 
persons  did  business  with  the  8  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a

In  1884.  the  best  year  for  apples,   70.889  trees  and  3^., 086  bushels  were 
recorded.     The  record  year  for  peaches  and  cherries  was  lb09.;     In  that  year, 
7,734  peach  trees  yielded  99  bushels,  and  14,071  cherry  trees  produoei  4,677 
bushelso     The  greatest  number  of  plum  trees,  9,566,  was  reported  in  1909=  but 
the  greatest  production,  1,124  bushels,  was  listed  in  1894^       There  were  28,241 
grape  vines  in  1894,  and  134,164  pounds  of  grt^pes  in  1909.     These  were  the 
years  of  greatest  numbers  and  greatest  production  respectively.  17/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silagej  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hoggad  off»  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
bv  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
mations of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  This  assumes  that  acre- 
age not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1935,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yield.  This 
separate  yield  estimaoicn  v;as  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the 
total  a(fded  to  tha"c  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  townshi-o  yields 
for  these  ■■•;'o  years,   then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by 
township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown  to 
get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary 
table  figtiies  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  tna^  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  ube  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  counoy  yield  and  toraship  yields,  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936,

The  figures  for  1936,  1937,  1938  and  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are  es- 
timates of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  on  the  Iowa  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  State  farm  assess- 
ors' figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  .sheep  for  the  last 
four  years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  25  and  com- 
parison with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the 
unadjusted  State  Farm  assessors'  figure s»
